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Sir: 

In response to the Restriction/Election Requirement mailed October 11, 2006, 
Applicants hereby elect Claim 29, but urge the examiner to include claim 30, since of the eight 
ingredients listed in each of the two claims, six of the eight are identical between the two claims. 
Only two of the eight ingredients in each claim differ. Therefore, it is reasonable and presents no 
increased search burden to the examiner to include both claims 29 and 30 in the examination.
